Table talk 

Restaurateur and MasterChef presenter Gregg Wallace remains 
the flavour of the month, but as he tells James Steen, he owes a 
lot of his success to south London 


T | he restaurant is long and crowded, 
but the chit-chat of diners is being 
drowned out by singing. On a 
table at the back Gregg Wallace, 
the spoon-clutching co-presenter 
I of MasterChef , is working his way 
through the soul tracks of his childhood. “Hang on,” 
he says, pausing to consider his next number, “what 
about that track by the Love Walrus , Barry White?” 

The volume is not a problem. First, Wallace owns 
the restaurant, Wallace & Co, in Putney, so he can 
do as he pleases. Second, he actually has quite a 
fine voice. 

Wallace, 48, doesn’t just sing. He talks as well. 
Boy, does he talk, and the throat needs lubrication 
so every now and again he beckons the waitress, 
“Another coffee, please, love. Black.” 

He talks about his co-presenters, John Torode 
and Michel Roux Junior (“my favourite restaurant is 
Michel’s place, Le Gavroche”). He covers topics such 
as his latest girlfriend, and his teenage children, 

Tom and Libby. And he talks of his self-diagnosed 
Obsessive Compulsive Disorder. “I need to have 
order in my life -1 must, must, must have order.” 

In person, Britain’s most high-profile grocer is 
warm, funny and friendly, and quick to point out 
that he’s ‘nuts’. His strange but inspirational life has 
now been documented for fans and food lovers 
alike. His autobiography, Life on a Plate , is a blend 
of nostalgia (he recounts with passion childhood 
foods like Black Jacks and Golden Wonder crisps) 
and more than a touch of poignancy. 

At the age of 14 Wallace learnt that his mother’s 
lover was in fact his real father. “Weird,” says 
Wallace, “I suppose it should have been a huge 
revelation or shock. Instead it kind of came and 




went. I didn’t dwell on it, and haven’t done since.” 

The book is a highly readable account of 
gritty determination, from Wallace’s poverty- 
stricken childhood in Peckham; a study of the 
entrepreneurial drive that would take him to wealth, 
and three wives. As the reader, you feel as if you 
are spurring him on, from the window cleaning 
business to the dry cleaning business. “But it’s when I 
answered an ad for a job in New Covent Garden that 
my life changed,” he says. “I discovered a passion.” 

He set up his own company, which supplied 
to London’s top restaurants and made a fortune 
before hitting financial troubles. Yet Wallace is a 
survivor (“I just keep going, it’s in my nature”) and 
he launched a new company - this time successful 
- while establishing a career in broadcasting, first 
on Radio 4 and then on TV; as the original presenter 
of Saturday Kitchen and then, seven years ago, as 
the seemingly ever-starving MasterChef. It is a role 
he fills well because he talks his mind, and while he 
does not profess to be a great cook, he knows good 




quality food because he eats out most 
nights of the week. 

During the week Wallace lives in 
a flat in Putney, and he will spend 
Christmas with Tom and Libby at 
the family home, a seaside house in 
Seasalter, Kent. 

“I don’t go back to Peckham; I have 
kind of lost track of it,” he says. “But I go 
to Rotherhithe to see Millwall play, I’m a 
lifelong supporter. And south of the river 
will always be special to me; it has its 
own feeling.” 

In 

Bermondsey, at 
the Bermondsey 
Square Hotel, 

Gregg has 
another 
restaurant 
which, in 
October, 
changed its 
name from 
Gregg’s Table to Gregg’s Bar & Grill. 
“I’m there twice a week and it needs 
work, a revamp.” Of Wallace & Co, 
he says casually, “It’s great. I always 
wanted one of these on my doorstep. 
I’m here a lot, I love it.” 

Conversation returns to his OCD, 
that compulsion to have neatness and 
order in his life, and he sounds like a 
painful holiday companion. “It is OCD 
definitely and it’s still there when I 
travel. I have a daily list of what needs 
to be done. It’s a nightmare for me not 
to do the to-do list. People say to me, 
‘Don’t you want to relax?’ And I say, 
‘That’s the point. Once I’ve done my 
lists I can spend the next four hours 
sitting by the pool.’ 

“Weird I know, but I run a few 
businesses, write copious articles, 
do loads of TV and am in the gym 
every day.” He adds, “It won’t go 


on like this. I know it’s not the route 
to happiness. I am coming to the 
conclusion that you actually need 
time off to be happy but I’m just not 
brave enough to give myself any. ” 

As he recalls in his autobiography, 
his relationship with MasterChef co¬ 
presenter John Torode goes back to 
the early 1990s, when the latter was an 
up-and-coming chef and the former 
was supplying to restaurant kitchens. 
“John’s the opposite of me, in that 
he’s pretty 
scruffy,” says 
Wallace. “But 
I can forgive 
him because 
he’s a lovely 
man and 
his food is 
beautiful. 

“He’s also 
helped me to 
enjoy food that 
I didn’t think I’d like. When we started 
MasterChef John used to go away 
and cook stuff properly. I remember 
saying, ‘I’ve never liked polenta,’ and 
John said, ‘That’s because you’ve had 
bad polenta. Let me make you some.’ 
And he cooked it, and I said, ‘Ah, ok.’ 
It was fantastic.” 

Wallace licks his lips; he’s made 
himself hungry. “Right, I think it’s time 
for lunch,” he says, picking up the 
menu. “Lunch, lunch, lunch.” }

For 
such a busy guy - Simon has held 
the crown as the ‘king of cufflinks’ 
since the 80s, and he’s also one of 
the top 50 croquet players in the world - he’s very 
accommodating. Having flown in from a croquet 
showcase in India the previous day, he’d managed 
to call on family and friends to help transform 
his home into Christmas, had fresh cookies from 
Blackbird Bakery on the table for us and was merrily 
boiling water on the stove for coffee, since his kettle 
had just given up the ghost. 

Most would have cried off siting jet lag/technical 
difficulties/an allergy to Christmas in early November, 
but Carter remains jolly and anecdotal as we traipse 
about his house with cameras, poking about here 
and there and tormenting Dorian, the (grey) cat. 

We’re here because we’re chuffed to bits Carter 
has opened a boutique in the area, on Westow 
Street, part of the undeniably cool Crystal Palace 
Triangle. And he’s chuffed too - after all, it’s just up 
the road from his home. So why here, why now? 

“It’s my local shopping haunt and I’ve always 
loved Crystal Palace, I think it gets better every 
month that passes,” says Carter. “That property came 


up, the old Blackbird Bakery shop, and it seemed 
like the perfect opportunity, so we went straight in. 

I had been on the lookout but only vaguely, then 
I passed the shop and noticed the To Let sign, rang 
up the agents and we fixed the deal. I think there’s 
a sense that I am broadly my demographic in 
terms of customers: if I like somewhere I think my 
customers probably do as well.” 

Since it’s so close to home, will we be spotting 
Carter in store on a regular basis, rearranging the 
socks, perhaps? 

“I am up there probably more often than the 
manager would like, frankly, poking my nose in and 
playing at shops,” he confesses. “We have an open 
fire in there, well a wood-burning stove, and we lit 
that up for the first time today, now the winter is 
drawing in, it’s all very cosy.” 

Speaking of open fires, Simon offers to light 
one up in the front room to add to the festive 
atmosphere. A tree twinkles in the corner, cards 
stand all the way around the picture rail, from which 
a length of Simon Carter gift ribbon is also tastefully 
draped. Now that is cosy, and if it weren’t for the 
shuffling about of furniture and struggle to get the 
big, bulky TV out of the way (“I hate that thing”, says 
Simon, but a flat screen TV just wouldn’t work in 
this classically kitted out home), and the fact that 
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Simon stands proud nexrto the door 
wreath he bought some 10 years ago 
iftftttuthp gggjgt garden in n ry°tnl Palace 





it was 9.30 on a Tuesday morning, I’d have been 
very tempted to settle myself on the sofa with the 
glorious fur rug (crafted out of old fur coats from 
charity shops by his grandmother) and an eggnog. 

The walls in the front room are painted in a very 
familiar colour - is that the Simon Carter yellow we 
see throughout his stores? 

“It’s a favourite colour 
of mine,” says Carter, “but 
our brand colour is actually 
cinnamon, more of an orangey 
brown than the yellow. I like 
that colour because it kind of 
changes throughout the day, in 
the morning it’s sharper, then 
as the day goes on it becomes 
warmer, particularly at night, 
if you’ve got a fire on in the 
winter, it’s a very cosy colour.” 

Carter has filled his home 
with classic furnishings, many 
from Rosebery’s Auctioneers, 
including the leather armchairs in the front room 
(“when I got them they were the original leather, 
which looked nice and distressed for a bit, but after 
a while it moved from distressed to disturbed, so 
three years ago a friend of mine reupholstered them 
for me”), and the antique clock (“it doesn’t work at 
the moment. I’m looking for a good clockmaker as 
something’s wrong with it and 
I miss its tick. If I ever rang home from somewhere 
far flung like Japan I could always hear its tick 
in the background”). So how does one tackle 
Christmas, the season of flashing lights and plastic 
tat, in such a tastefully styled home? 

“I always think that Christmas decoration is a 


good opportunity to be tasteless,” says Carter, and 
I can’t help but smile that this purveyor of classic 
British style is game for a bit of the gaudy once a 
year. “I think you can get away with all kinds of tat 
and tack at Christmas. I’m not a great believer in 
one of those modern trees that’s just a stick of wood 
with one bauble hanging from it. I’m sure, like most 
of your readers, I’ve got old 
family decorations handed 
down and they never match 
and they’re all a bit misshapen, 
but they’ve all got sentimental 
attachment. 

“So I try and make the tree 
look respectable, but I don’t 
feel shy of putting random bits 
and pieces on it because 
I think that’s part of the fun 
of Christmas. 

“I like a real tree,” he 
continues. “I like all the drama 
of the needles dropping and 
cursing the tree and when you come to take it down 
it’s this spindly exoskeleton and there’s this great 
stack of pine forest on the floor. Somehow it seems 
part of the tradition of Christmas to me.” 

Any tips on where to get a good one? “I think the 
best trees are in the Secret Garden in Crystal Palace 
- they always have really good quality trees and the 
prices are very affordable.” 

How about decorations? “I like Glitter and Twisted, 
they always have slightly kitsch, funny decorations, 
and Smash Bang Wallop [both in Crystal Palace], 
they always have great decorations as well. And 
I know it’s a bit naff, but we have a bit of a family 
tradition of saving last year’s Christmas cards, »>

cutting the front off, putting ribbon on and using 
those as Christmas decorations around the house.” 

Carter has lived in this house for 15 years. It was 
built in 1885, and he is only the fourth owner, so 
while the house was structurally fine, the decor 
hadn’t been touched since the previous owner 
moved in in 1937. It needed remodelling and a 
healthy dose of TLC to restore and highlight the 
old features. A kitchen 
extension added a 
bit of modernity, but 
Carter belongs firmly to 
the school of thought 
that if you’re buying a 
Victorian house, the 
original features ought 
to be preserved. 

“I think if you’re 
buying a Victorian 
house because of 
the features, that’s 
the point of it,” he 
says. “I’m always a bit 
puzzled by those who 
buy Victorian houses 
and turn them into white cubes...” 

Carter calls his interior style modern classic. It’s 
a style that resonates throughout his accessory and 
fashion design too, and also makes itself known in 
his shop fittings. The new Crystal Palace boutique 
features an original fireplace, traditional portraiture 
on the walls, exposed brickwork and 1930s/40s bowls 
club trophy boards from Sydenham Croquet Club. 

“That’s very typical of me, I suppose, I like old 
things with a bit of history and putting them in a 
slightly unusual context. It’s a sad story about those 
boards, one of the old ladies at the Sydenham 
Croquet Club told me her club was closing down 
and was I interested in anything from it, so I went 
over and salvaged about 10 of these beautiful 
honours boards. She was very pleased because it 
meant they did not get put into a skip.” 

“I’ve always appreciated antiques,” says 
Carter, whose biggest collection is of 1930s-1950s 
Whitefriars glass. And he likes to sneak the odd 
piece of his own into his stores now and again. You 


can see them in the product photography 
on his website, too. 

“I might put a little selection of Whitefriars glass 
up on the mantelpieces [in the Crystal Palace store] 
to interest people in the run up to Christmas,” he 
says. “In fact it might be a good way for me to sell 
off a few bits from my collection and make way for 
some new stuff. It is difficult [to part with them], 

but you have to 
distinguish between 
being a hoarder and 
a collector. I like to 
think I’m a collector, 
but I suspect I am just 
a full-blown hoarder.” 

With Crystal 
Palace’s growing 
reputation as a great 
source of retro and 
vintage furniture and 
clothing, it seems 
both Simon Carter 
and his brand are 
a perfect fit for the 
place: “I think it’s 
absolutely right on for the brand. In many ways it 
couldn’t be more perfect - it’s got that combination 
of lots of individual shops, and our customers are 
highly individual, they don’t necessarily like being 
dictated to by big brands, they’re quite free thinkers. 
I think that really sums up Crystal Palace: lots of 
individual people that think for themselves.” 

And I hear on the grapevine that there could even 
be a Westow collection, inspired by the area? Simon 
chuckles: “I am considering a Westow collection. 
We’re waiting for customers to let us know what 
they think is missing from the shop, then we might 
do something... I’d like to do, for instance, a jacket 
lining using the image of the Crystal Palace mast, 
the tower, and have that as a repeat motif on a 
jacquard lining. It takes a bit of doing and a bit of 
time because we work a year ahead on clothing, 
but watch this space...” }

W ith the Christmas season 
upon us and the shopping 
frenzy in full swing, it is 
possible to take a step 
back and add a touch of 
personality and creativity to your festivities. 
A homemade approach is one of the most 
rewarding ways to celebrate Christmas 
as Ros Badger, author of Homemade: 
Christmas & Festive Decorations , explains. 

“My book is about how to dress your 
home to create a beautiful, warm and 
inspiring environment in which to welcome 
family and friends. Making things is a way 
of life for me, whether it’s a Christmas 
decoration, baking a cake or making a 
simple greeting card, it’s something I love 
doing and something I’ve always done 
since I was a child.” 

Author and freelance stylist, Ros has 
designed for accomplished fashion 
designer Betty Jackson among others and 
teaches across London and France. She has 
designed knitwear for over 25 years with 
her first company Little Badger attracting 
customers including Nicole Kidman 
and Bono. Her stylish knits are making 
a welcome return with the re-launch 
of Little Badger this month. 

“The new collection is based on my 
classic hand knit designs but with a modern 
twist,” enthuses Ros. “They have a timeless 
appeal and that’s the same ethos for many 
of the homemade decorations in my book. 
One of my favourite ideas is the Christmas 
card garland. Every year I keep all of my 


Although Ros genuinely loves making 
things, she does point out that her creations 
have to look stylish too. “I won’t make 
anything unless it looks good as I don’t do 
craft for crafting’s sake. Everything I make 
is meaningful in a way that mass-made 
products aren’t. I love using up favourite 
old items that have seen better days like 
ribbons and buttons and fabric from old 
clothes. I’m always looking for interesting 
bits and bobs everywhere I go and these 
provide an endless source of materials to 
turn into beautiful creations of your own.” 

Another of Ros’ favourite projects from 
the book is the floating baubles, born out of 
her love of beautiful, vintage decorations. 

“I’ve been collecting baubles for years,” 
explains Ros, “mostly old ones from thrift 
shops and antique markets but every 
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Despite her impressive track record in the 
business (Ros taught Paula Yates to knit on 
the sofa on The Big Breakfast) Ros stresses that 
craft is no longer the preserve for an envied, 
talented few, but is now widespread with a 
huge number of people making it a way of life. 

“I think it’s going from strength to strength 
and that may well be a sign of the times with 
people turning their backs on over spending 
and all things disposable. The first Homemade 
book I wrote with my dear friend Elspeth 
Thompson, a well known and respected writer 
and journalist who sadly passed away two 
years ago, was published almost four years 
ago, but we had the idea two years before that, 
long before the craft revival had really taken 
off. It was the first book of its type at a time 
when people were looking twice at their hard 
earned cash and were looking for something 
more fulfilling than a spending spree. Elspeth 
and I had similar interests in cooking, making 
things and growing things but we never set 
out to convert people. We always hoped that 
by looking at our books people would find 
encouragement, inspiration and something 
that’s fulfilling and nurturing of the soul.” 

Another point that Ros stresses is that there 
are no boundaries to a homemade Christmas, 
or any occasion, and the best approach is to 
have a go and start with something simple and 
create your own individual style. 

“My style is very eclectic,” says Ros. 

“I don’t like themes, I use the same 
decorations that I’ve been collecting for the 
last 30 years adding a few more along the 
way. Dressing the tree is a lovely ritual in our 
home in which all the family can participate. 
Many of the vintage baubles are from my 
childhood, all loaded with memories and 
associations, and the festive mantelpiece 
garland comes straight from the garden or 
Dulwich Woods where I forage for fallen 
ivy and fir cones. I never plan a look as it 
happens organically which I think sums up 
my whole ethos - you don’t want to spend 
money to make yourself look like you are 
living the homemade life as it goes against 
the grain, you really can just live it.” 

With cupboards and drawers full of 
salvaged cards, unusual paper, ribbon 
and twine, Ros’ home is testament to the 
homemade life that she and her family live, 
where recycling and upcycling are a way of 
life and the giving of one’s time is the most 
precious gift of all. }

Ghost of Christmas past 

Why turkey isn’t a gift from our ancestors 



‘Before the Victorians came along the 
Christmas spread was a proper affair: 
heads of boars, roast geese, sides of ox...’ 


Christmas. Time of tinsel, Tiny Tim 
and Tia Maria. The greatest holiday of 
the year, a holly-crowned respite from 
the dreary rigours of everyday life. 

An opportunity to feast too, gathering 
friends and family around the festive 
table. It’s a chance to push out the 
gravy boat and create a banquet 
seared in the memory long after the 
last sprout is gone. What, then, do we 
choose to celebrate this momentous 
occasion? A vast rib of beef perhaps, 
carved into pink, tissue-paper thin 
slices? A brace of roast chickens, 
burnished gold and bursting with 
juice? A great leg of lamb, garlanded 
with rosemary and studded with garlic? 

Nope, forget all of the above. As 
a nation we plump for turkey. That 
great hulking, bland idiot of a bird. A 
beast we studiously avoid for the other 
364 days, only to resurrect it for what 
is supposed to be the highpoint of 
the culinary year. It’s little more than 
barely chewable depression, great 
expanses of dreary white meat. That 
is, if you’re lucky enough to actually 
have it cooked. Most of the time, the 
breast resembles a particularly arid 
desert, while the legs stay resolutely 
raw. Chuck in the ghastly Christmas 
pudding and you have a meal you 
wouldn’t force upon your greatest foe. 

I blame the Victorians. Before they 
came along with their steam engines 
and naughty postcards, the Christmas 
spread was a proper affair. Heads 
of boars, roasted geese, sides of ox, 
flagons of ale. Real feasting, devoured 
by bearded men and dainty ladies. 
Turkey, on the other hand, is little 
more than a precocious American 
arriviste, gobbling its way onto royal 
tables and filtering down through the 
land until it became the Christmas 
meat of choice. 

I have little problem with all the 
trimmings, they were always the best 
bit. The plump chipolatas wrapped in 
bacon, golden roast potatoes and pert 
Brussels sprouts. The only plus point of 
turkey was that those great wide slices 
offered perfect fork support for all 
those wonderful second tier players. 


But perhaps I’m being harsh. 
Though I’d still argue the vast 
majority of turkeys are flavour-free 
non-entities, there are a few suppliers 
that impress. Like Paul Kelly and his 
deeply respectable Kelly Bronzes 
(kellyturkeys.co.uk). They have a 
fine texture and excellent flavour and 
can be found in serious butchers, 
ranging from Lidgates (lidgates.com) 
in Holland Park to Randalls in Fulham 
and Frank Godfrey (godfreys.co) 
in Highbury. Copas (copasturkeys. 
co.uk) are equally high-class and 
can be bought online, or through 
Harvey Nichols (harveynichols.com) 
or Selfridges (Selfridges.com). The 


Bourbon Red Turkey from Fortnum 
and Mason (fortnumandmason. 
com) is supposed to be rather special 
too. I also hear fine things about the 
turkeys from Johnson and Swarbrick 
Qandsgoosnargh.co.uk) and Bramble 
Farm (bramblefarm.co.uk). 

So it’s not all bad. Faced with any of 
the above, Christmas lunch can be just 
about decent. But I still can’t compare 
even the finest turkey to proper beef, 
goose or chook. This year, then, throw 
so-called ‘tradition’ in the bin and 
embrace old England once more. Stuff 
turkey, go for a beast you actually 
enjoy and make Christmas lunch a 
time of genuine Yuletide cheer. }

Pudding love 


Christmas pudding is not to everyone’s taste, so Living South 
asked the Keston Kitchen cooks to whip up some alternatives 



Chocolate fudge pudding, by Rachael 

When asked to think about an alternative dessert 
to Christmas pudding, it had to be something 
delicious, warming and easy to make. The obvious 
answer was a sweet and spongy chocolate pudding. 
This recipe is one my mum made when I was 
younger, in our house it was known as ‘chocolate 
cow pat pudding.’ A winner on any wintery day. 

Ingredients 

85g self-raising flour 
2 tbsp cocoa powder 
Pinch of salt 
1 lOg unsalted butter 

1 lOg caster sugar 

2 eggs 

1/2 tsp vanilla essence 
2 tbsp chopped walnuts 

For the sauce 

110g dark soft brown sugar 

1 tsp cocoa powder 

50g dark chocolate 

7/2 pint (285ml) boiling water 

Icing sugar for dusting 


Method 

1. Sift the flour, cocoa powder and salt together 
and set aside. 

2. Mix the vanilla essence and eggs together. 

3. In a separate large bowl cream together the 
butter and caster sugar with a fork until the 
mixture is fluffy and lighter in colour. 

4. Add the vanilla and egg mixture a little at a time 
to the butter and sugar. When adding the last bit 
of egg incorporate a little of the sifted flour. 

5. Add all the remaining flour and the walnuts to 
the bowl and fold in. Finally, add enough milk 
to the mixture until you have a medium soft 
consistency. 

6. Butter a 1.5-2 litre baking dish and spread the 
mixture evenly across the base of it. There should 
be plenty of room left to add the sauce. 

7. To make the sauce, grate the chocolate into a 
heat-proof bowl, add the dark brown sugar and 
cocoa powder and then the boiling water. Stir 
until the chocolate and sugar has dissolved then 
pour it over your cake mixture. Immediately place 
in the oven and cook for 40mins at 190°C/Gas 5. 

8. When removed from the oven the cake should be 
cooked through and floating in a hot chocolaty 
sauce. Dust with icing sugar for a festive touch 
and serve with cream or brandy butter. 
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Sticky toffee pudding, by Jules 

I first decided to try this pudding after a friend 
bravely offered to host a huge 24 person Christmas 
dinner in their tiny Camberwell flat. With three 
ducks and a ham in the oven, there was no room 
for pudding. 

I was loath to bring a traditional Christmas pud 
and opted for this steamy little number instead. 
Despite everyone being full to bursting, it was 
completely demolished - the sticky toffee sauce 
is too good to resist and the dates are like toffees 
(especially if you use Medjools - SMBS Foods on 
Lordship Lane stocks a particularly amazing variety). 

Ingredients 

150g dried dates, ideally Medjool 
250ml boiling water 
75g softened butter 
175g self-raising flour 
1 tsp bicarbonate of soda 

1 tsp mixed spice 
lOOg caster sugar 

2 eggs, beaten 


For the toffee sauce 

200g light muscovado sugar (or soft brown if you 

don’t have muscovado) 

150g butter 

200ml double cream 

1 vanilla pod 

Method 

1 . Preheat the oven to 180°C. Mix the dates with 
the boiling water, leave to soak for 5-1 Omins, 
then stir in the bicarbonate of soda. 

2 . In a large bowl, cream the butter and sugar 
together (ideally with electric beaters). Gradually 
add the beaten eggs, then stir in the flour and 
mixed spice. Fold in the date mixture. 

3 . Pour into a buttered ovenproof dish. Bake for 
30-35mins. When ready the top should be firm 
to touch (be careful not to overcook, the pudding 
will dry out). 

4 . Meanwhile, prepare the sauce. Melt the butter 
in a thick-bottomed pan over a low heat before 
adding the cream and sugar, stir well. Split the 
vanilla pod lengthways and add to the pan, 
simmer gently for 5mins. 

5 . To serve, scoop out a portion of pudding and 
pour some sticky toffee sauce on top. 
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Camberwell Queen of puddings, by Charlotte

Ingredients 

850ml full cream milk 
20g butter 
50g ground almonds 
125g white breadcrumbs 
75g golden caster sugar 
Zest of half a lemon 
Zest of half an orange 
3 eggs 

For the compote 

200g cranberries 
40g golden caster sugar 
Zest and juice of an orange 
Itsp allspice 

Method 

1 . Preheat the oven to 180°C and butter 
a baking dish. 

2 . Pour the milk into a saucepan and bring to the 
boil. Remove it from the heat and add the butter, 
ground almonds, breadcrumbs, 40g caster 
sugar, lemon and orange zest. 


3 . Mix well and allow to sit for 20 minutes so the 
breadcrumbs swell. 

4 . Separate the eggs, beat the yolks and add them 
to the cooled milk mixture. Pour the mixture into 
a large baking dish or individual ramekins and 
bake in the oven for 30-35mins until firm. 

5 . Meanwhile, put the cranberries, 40g sugar, 
zest and juice of an orange and allspice into 
a saucepan and heat. Gently simmer for 
25mins until the majority of the juice has 
evaporated. When the pudding comes out 
of the oven, spoon the cranberry sauce over 
the top in a thin layer. 

6 . Turn the oven down to 170°C. Beat the egg 
white (use an electric hand whisk) in a large bowl 
until you have stiff peaks. Whisk in the remaining 
35g of caster sugar and spoon the meringue 
over the pudding. 

7 . Sprinkle a teaspoon of sugar on top and bake 
for 17-20 mins until the meringue is golden.

Dining out 

Victoria Purcell enjoys dinner at Gregg’s Bar & Grill, Bermondsey, 
and cocktails at Dee Dee’s Jazz Bar, Herne Hill 



Gregg’s Bar & Grill 

Bermondsey Square Hotel, Tower Bridge Road

When it first launched, as Gregg’s Table, the critics 
had a field day, unimpressed with a retro menu 
sporting chicken kiev and mulligatawny soup. 

And then Hotel GB swooped in, along with Gordon 
Ramsay and Mary Portas, providing the perfect 
opportunity for Gregg Wallace to shut up shop 
for a week and reinvent his eatery. 

To give him his dues, he listened to the critics, 
scoffed some humble pie and gave it another shot. 
And this time I think he’s got it just about right. 

So the crowds didn’t want to journey back down 
memory lane with Wallace, but they might well get 
on board with the new menu: a traditional British 
grill menu with a hint of modern European, where 
quality ingredients and seasonality have top billing. 

Sure, it looks like a hotel restaurant - cool, 
colourful, open-plan and a bit lacking in charm, but 
the booths are comfy and cosy on a cold evening. 

The menu is compact. And while I wanted more 
choice on the starters (I opted for the Welsh rarebit 
from ‘Small Bites’ list instead), the grills and mains 
offered up a better choice. 

The rarebit was good. A heavy choice for a starter, 
but every bit as flavourful as you’d hope. My friend 
had the wild mushrooms and soft egg on toast. 

So far, so pub lunch, but we enjoyed it. 

The mains really upped the game. We ordered an 
8oz Black Angus skirt steak with red wine jus, and 
the guinea fowl with parsnip puree and sage jus. 
Now we’re talking Masterchef -the presentation was 
restaurant quality, and both the steak and guinea 
fowl were juicy and delicious. 

It’s hearty fare, so dessert is simply not necessary, 
but the pumpkin creme brulee with pumpkin 
ganache piqued our interest, and it was absolutely 
fabulous. I’d go back for that alone.

I never made it here when it was db bistro & bar 
(the odd, easyJet colour-scheme put me off), but I 
do remember this compact corner venue when it 
was Hart to Hart, the cute little fish restaurant kitted 
out with framed photos of ‘the big catch’. 

And now it’s Dee Dee’s Jazz Bar (opened in May), 
and the place is looking sharp. Deep purple walls, 
black leather seats, cool, colourful contemporary 
artwork adorning the ceiling, and more spirits 
behind the bar than anyone could possibly know 
what to do with (26 whiskies, and counting...). 
Cocktails, you see, are the name of the game here, 
and I headed along with a friend to sample a few. 

Shayanna was creating our drinks, and we kicked 
off with two of her recommendations - a sweet, sassy 
Jamaican Dream with Malibu white rum, Shayanna’s 
‘secret ingredient’, pineapple and mango juice; and 
a Red Devil, with vodka, Absolute Peach, Archers 
peach schnapps, sloe gin, orange and grenadine 

- something like a fruitier long island iced tea. 

We lingered over these first drinks (forewarned of 
their potency) while taking in the many jazz greats 
gazing at us from the walls - Billie Holiday, Quince 
Jones, Nat King Cole... for this is a jazz bar, and 
the spotlights and serious speakers hanging from 
the wall suggest some great nights of live music to 
come. Owner Brook Anderson has had a hand in 
many of London’s successful jazz venues, so I hold 
out big hopes for this place. 

And so we roll on to the next round: a smooth 
Italian Apple Martini, with Apple Sourz, Disarono, 
vanilla vodka, a dash of lime and cranberry 
juice; and an off-the-menu French Martini, 
which Shayanna tackles without blinking 

- vodka, pineapple juice and a twist of lemon 
peel... the rest I can’t recall as the glow of all those 
spirits had started to set in. Cheers!

Rediscovering Italian 

Bella Vista brings the Italian Old Country to Blackheath, finds Chrissy lley 


Recently, I rediscovered Italian food. 
After interviewing Stefano Gabbana 
and Domenico Dolce in Palermo, 

I was ignited by their passion. During 
my visit, I discovered new levels of 
excellence. Simple yet exciting food. 
Unspoilt flavours. 

When I came back to London, I was 
craving those unusual twists that made 
Italian cuisine so renowned. Authentic 
Italian cuisine is what I wanted. 

I was reminded of Bella Vista in 
Blackheath. I’d passed it before and 
it looked so very Italian and unique. 

Inside, there’s warm putty-coloured 
wood, photographs of the Old Country 
and polished floorboards, a splash of 
red fabric warmth and a pink lamped 
chandelier. It is made up of many 
corners, so there’s an instant intimacy. 
Just sitting down you are already in 
a place that’s special and different; 
that has its own identity. 

The food was a triumph of taste and 
texture. Their focaccia is the best I’ve 



tasted outside of Italy (and possibly 
within), and the butternut squash 
‘mezzaluna’ ravioli with toasted 
almond and sage butter sauce turned 
out to be exquisite. I loved the way 
the plates balanced the flavours and 
textures. I loved that the food had 
been so carefully thought about. 

The prices are also amazing. Pasta 
starters were around £5.75, and my 
main course was £12.50, which is 
wonderful value. 

Bella Vista is exceptionally cosy, 
exceptionally Italian, with a menu 
full of homemade exclusives and 
quirky one-offs. It’s a shining star 
amidst a morass of ubiquitous chains; 
a beacon of individuality and taste. }

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‘Tis the season to get sassy ladies, with the 
failsafe smoky eye. The key to achieving this look 
is blending - colours must be paired and blended 
flawlessly together.

1. Prime the eyes first to keep 
eyelids oil free and to stop 
eyeshadow creasing. 

2. Start with a cream shade as 

a base colour, and sweep over 
the lids to the brow bone, then 
apply eyeliner. 

3. Work your darker shade into 
the eyelash line so the eyeliner 
disappears and blend upwards, 
but don’t take it over the crease 
of your eyelid.

To travel from Bangkok to Singapore in style 
Laura Johnston returns to the golden age of 
rail aboard the Eastern & Oriental Express 




T he last time I visited 
South East Asia was 
during my gap year 
when I spent a month 
backpacking from 
Bangkok to Singapore. 
Travelling on a shoe-string I stayed in 
£4 a night huts and journeyed south 
on uncomfortable overnight bus rides, 
before hopping across to the islands 
for beach parties where cocktails were 
served in buckets. 

Many years later I am back in the 
‘Land of Smiles’, but this time to travel 
aboard the Eastern & Oriental Express 
- cramped buses replaced with 
luxurious carriages and champagne 
served by charming waiters to toast the 
exquisite surroundings passed by on 
this iconic trip. 

My journey begins in Bangkok where 
I spend two nights in the spectacular 
Mandarin Oriental Hotel. Welcoming 
staff and tumbling displays of exotic 
flowers offer a warm greeting and a 
hint of the exquisite interior that has 
inspired generations of writers, who are 
honoured in the author’s wing of the 
hotel. It would be easy to spend all day 
in this exquisite oasis, but as well as a 
fascinating city to explore, the hotel 
offers a welcoming swimming pool, 
fabulous restaurants, cookery classes 
and a serene spa and wellness centre 
across the Chao Phraya River. I indulge 
in a massage, which is a must in order 
to fully relax ready for a slower, more 
leisurely pace of life on board the 
Eastern & Oriental Express. 

The majestic green and cream train 
departs from Bangkok’s Hualampong 
Station and climbing aboard is like 
stepping back in time. The train is a 
stark contrast to the sights, smells and 
sounds of the city and as I’m shown to 
my state cabin I’m instantly cocooned 


in an oasis of calm. It is sumptuously 
decorated with gleaming wooden 
panelling and velvety pink armchairs 
which will offer views of an exotic new 
world for the next four days. 

As the train gently chugs out of 
the station I make my way to the 
observation carriage to watch the 
landscape slowly begin to change as 
we leave the city behind. As the sun 
sets over the passing countryside we 
return to our cabins to dress for dinner 
- men in suits and women in cocktail 
dresses. Chef Yannis Martineau works 
with his small team in a tiny kitchen 
measuring only two by 15 metres 
where they create five-course culinary 
masterpieces. Evening dinner is a 
magnanimous feast inside the dining 
cart, which is beautifully decorated 
with crisp white linen tablecloths set 
with gleaming cutlery and exquisite 
hand-cut crystal glasses (surprisingly 
heavy so they don’t fall over!). The five- 
course feast of mouth-watering Euro- 
Asian cuisine includes delights such 
as panfried goose liver on gingerbread 
tartine and tom yam cappuccino 
with fennel and celery, which beg to 
be eaten even when your appetite is 
sated. After dinner we make our way 
to the bar to sip G&Ts and listen to the 
resident pianist playing. When I retire 
to my cabin the sofa has magically 
been transformed into a cosy bed 
ready for me to drift off to sleep, gently 
lulled by the sway of the carriage and 
the hum of the engine... 

Okay, so admittedly it was difficult to 
sleep on the first night, but I jump out 
of bed at the crack of dawn to watch 
as the train passes over the spectacular 
wooden trestle viaduct from Wang 
Po. It then makes its way to the bridge 
over the River Kwai, made famous by 
the film of the same name. Here we »> 




Best of Bangkok 

Culture: No visit to Bangkok is 
complete without a trip to the 
Grand Palace to see the breath¬ 
taking golden temples and the 
Royal Monastery of the Emerald 
Buddha. After a guided tour we 
visited nearby Wat Po, one of 
the oldest temples in Bangkok 
and home to the famous 45m 
reclining Buddha. A visit to the 
Pak Klong Talad Flower Market is 
also a must as is a long-tail boat 
trip along the canals of Thonburi. 

Food: If, like me, you’re a lover 
of Thai cuisine then book a 
class at The Mandarin Oriental’s 
renowned Oriental Thai Cooking 
School. The brilliant instructor 
Narain Kiattiyotcharoen taught us 
how to make lemongrass fritter 
salad (delicious!) and mock ark 
shells in coconut sauce. 

Nightlife: Bangkok has a 
seedy after-dark reputation but 
embrace the hustle and bustle 
and you will love this chaotic city. 
We jumped in a tuk-tuk for a hair- 
raising journey to the ultra-stylish 
LeBua Skybar in Silom (don’t 
let the fact it featured in The 
Hangover 2 put you off) where 
from the 63rd floor at the top of 
this 5* hotel we sipped cocktails 
whilst admiring breath-taking 
views across the Chao Phraya 
River and the city. 

Shopping: If you want to buy 
Thai silk then a visit to the home 
of Jim Thompson (the American 
who contributed significantly 
to the growth of the Thai silk 
industry before he mysteriously 
disappeared) is a must before 
you visit his shop to buy souvenirs. 
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disembark the train and board a raft 
for a river cruise where we listen to 
a historical talk. The building of the 
415 kilometre Thailand-Burma railway 
during the Second World War claimed 
the lives of thousands of prisoners of 
war and local labourers, and nearby 
is a new museum that is well worth 
a visit, along with the neatly kept 
Don-Rak War Cemetery. 

Back on board the days become a 
blissful blur of watching the passing 
scenery. The train clatters along gently, 
reaching a maximum speed of 60kph, 
and standing in the observation cart 
with wind blowing through my hair, it 
is mesmerising to watch the rice fields, 
rubber plantations, coconut trees and 
the occasional shimmering temple 
whizz by. Locals, equally as fascinated 
by the beauty of the train, rush out 
onto the tracks cheerily waving us on 
our way. As the train rattles along the 
Malay Peninsula during the evening 
we enjoy a memorable cocktail in 
the observation carriage as we pass 
through the dense jungle. 

Another excursion has been planned 
to Georgetown, Penang, but the Thai 
locomotive breaks down just before 
the border, meaning we are delayed for 
a couple of hours and so don’t arrive 
until late in the evening. No one seems 
to mind though as this trip is all about 
enjoying the regal mode of transport 
and the fine dining on offer. Each 


carriage has its own steward (who is 
the magician to thank for the cabin’s 
transformation) and he discreetly looks 
after your every need. On a morning he 
brings me a continental breakfast, and 
if, after the four-course gourmet lunch 
you are ready to indulge again, press 
your room buzzer and afternoon 
tea appears. 

As well as the plethora of fine dining 
there are numerous talks on board 
including lessons on exotic fruits 
and spices and a foot massuse, palm 
reader and astrologer. On our trip we 
are joined by a variety of guests from 
single travellers to honeymooners and 
couples celebrating special wedding 
anniversaries, who peruse the boutique 
in search of a special gift to remember 
this once-in-a-lifetime journey. 

Some 2,030km later, the train slowly 
crosses the Johor Causeway into 
Singapore where the journey ends. 

One final night of luxury awaits us at 
Singapore’s Mandarian Oriental Hotel 
where rooms offer picture-postcard 
views of the city and harbour. After 
a bit of sightseeing I find time for an 
early evening swim in the pool, which 
offers spectacular views of the bright 
city lights, before we reflect on our 
adventure with a delicious Cantonese 
meal in the Cherry Garden restaurant. 
Finally we toast our epic adventure 
with a Singapore Sling. The perfect 
ending to this fairy tale adventure. }

Laura Tenison, founder and 
managing director of Jojo 
Maman Bebe, shares her top 
tips for a family Christmas 


X love Christmas and the frenzy of 

excitement during build-up, but between 
September and December we are frantic 
at JoJo, plus there’s always a lot more 
parties and school events to fit in. I have 
to be clever to make sure the additional 
workload doesn’t get out of hand and festive cheer 
isn’t ruined by a neurotic, over-tired mum. 

My boys, Toby and Ben (13 and 17 - they’re a 
little younger in the photo above, as they’re too shy 
for publicity shots now!), have wanted Christmas at 
home in Clapham ever since they could speak. They 
worried that Father Christmas wouldn’t find the right 
chimney if we were away. Our tradition includes 
putting out the same lovely fabric stockings they 
have always had, alongside a carrot for the reindeer 
and a mince pie for Santa himself. 

We are Catholic and generally opt for midnight 
mass the night before, a cosy sleepy event at St 
Maiy’s Clapham Common. This means Christmas 
morning can be a lie in for the children (or playing 
with their stocking presents when they were little), 
while I get the rest of lunch ready and listen to 
Radio 4. It’s then time to get dressed and out to walk 
the dog before we open a bottle of champagne 
and our first presents; youngest child passing them 
round one at a time. 


Decorating the house 

Decorations are pretty minimal; a big tree bought 
from Ted on Northcote Road Market the week 
before, the same familiar dressing we have had 
for years - often homemade by the children and 
seeped with memories. We hang Moroccan glass tea 
light lanterns from the ceiling all over the kitchen. 

It’s not a glam look, but its homely and ours. 

Keeping the kids occupied 

Our Christmas is very much about tradition and 
the boys tend to want to do the same things 
each year. In the run up to Christmas Day I try to 
book a festive show or a carol service. This year 
I’ve booked Mozart by Candle Light at the Royal 
Festival Hall, and we also love a trip to Winter 
Wonderland in Hyde Park. While it is super tacky, 
there is something cosy about a glass of overpriced 
Gluhwein on a dark, cold night watching the boys 
enjoy the hideous fairground rides. 

Christmas dinner 

I’m the cook and really don’t mind. I recently 
invested in a double oven which makes this 
meal a whole lot easier. I like to get a turkey from 
Hennessey Butchers, ordered well in advance. They 
are delicious and worth the mortgage needed

to buy one. I prep all the veg the night before and 
roast or steam as much as possible. I think lots 
of different veg makes it special and I like to add 
something unusual - last year I made spicy rice with 
red Camargue rice and chestnuts and pine nuts. 

I always try to make twice as much gravy, pigs in 
blankets and roast potatoes as I think we will need, 
but there are still never enough! We don’t have 
a starter. Instead we eat smoked salmon on soda 
bread with our glass of champagne as we open 
the presents before lunch. There is then a break 
before we eat the main meal, generally sitting down 
around 2pm. We then break again for crackers 
and games before attempting to eat the Christmas 
pudding, doused in lots of brandy and brought to 
the table with rounds of applause as it burns off. 

The presents 

In the past my boys loved Lego and Playmobil but 
I tried not to give it to them for Christmas because 
they need help to make it ready to play with. My 
advice for those with little ones is to get a ‘ready 
to use’ present like a wooden toy or a scooter. But 
for my boys this year it’s a new puppy and I’m so 
excited. The vendor has agreed to look after it until 
Christmas Eve, so I will pretend to take them off on 
a family outing - only we will come back with a 
little bundle of fluff. 

My best ever presents from them are either the 
practical ones they have noticed I need - last year it 
was waterproof cycling gloves - or the homemade 
ones, like wine racks that only hold one bottle. 

Balancing work and home life 

Balancing work and home life over the busy 
Christmas period is always tricky. My best piece of 
advice is not to try too hard. It’s really not the end of 
the world if they have an X-box or TV fest while you 
get the cooking done and chat with your partner in 
peace. Kids don’t really mind whether the food is 
super posh or the decorations are designer; what 
they want is our time, attention and patience, and 
that’s what I’m aiming to give. }
